Tree flames spread through ‘dollhouse’ home—firelighters stand no chance of saving it

Cindy Spears and Martin 
Walker loved the beautiful 
real Christmas tree that 
decorated their living room, 
little lights twinkling in the 
darkness late Saturday 

But it was almost the 
death of them, it complete¬ 
ly destroyed their home, 
and it will be the last real 
tree they will ever purchase. 

The couple bought their 
McNab Road 75-year-old, 
650 square-foot “borderline 
heritage” get-away about a 
year ago. It had been com¬ 
pletely remodeled, and they 
loved it—called it their lit¬ 
tle dollhouse. 

The facade and interior 
timbers were original, says 
Martin, and when the tree 
went up in flames early 
Sunday morning, the house 



didn’t stand a chance. 

“Cindy and I were lucky 
to get out with our lives.” 

The couple had finis hed 
watching a movie and shar¬ 
ing a bowl of popcorn, and 
listened to a little music 
while the lights on the tree 
sparkled. 

Cindy stood up to get 
ready for bed, and Martin 


was tidying up. He headed 
for the kitchen, and heard 
some crackling behind him. 
When he turned to find the 
source of the sound, the 
tree was engulfed in flames. 

He raced to get Cindy and 
the two headed for the 
door, momentarily trying 
but quickly discarding the 
idea of using a fire extin¬ 


guisher and water to put 
out the blaze. 

They retreated to 
Martin’s truck, where he 
contacted OnStar, who sent 
the fire department. 

Knowing Cindy was safe, 
Martin then tried to get into 
the basement to retrieve 
some sentimental items 
that had belonged to his 


father, but was driven back 
by the smoke. 

“That was stupid,” he 
said. “I’m asking myself 
why I did that.” 

In less than half an hour, 
the roof had caved in and 
there was little left of the 
house, he said. 

Martin says it’s a good les¬ 
son of the dangers of a real 


tree—even though they did 
everything right, bought the 
tree Dec. 23 and made sure 
it was fresh and had 
water—they lost then- 
home and nearly their lives, 
likely because of faulty 
wiring of the lights, which 
were a mixture of old and

“To anyone contemplat¬ 
ing a real tree, they repre¬ 
sent a very serious if not 
fatal threat. I want to edu¬ 
cate the public about the 
dangers of real trees at 
Christmas. They’re beauti¬ 
ful, but they’re not worth 
putting your life in jeop¬ 


ardy,” he says. 

The other point Martin 
wanted to stress was the 
heroic efforts and profes¬ 
sionalism of Fire Chief Ken 
Eden and NOTL’s volun¬ 
teer firefighters, who came 
out in the early morning 
hours and did everything 
they could. 

“There was no saving our 


home, but they did then- 
best to contain the fire and 
stop its spread.” 

Cindy, who is asthmatic 
and had taken in a lot of 
acrid smoke, was hospital¬ 
ized overnight. 

Martin says he chose the 
McNab property as their 
second home—the couple 
have a condominium in St. 


Catharines — in part 
because the neighbour¬ 
hood holds good memories 
for him. 

“I love the heritage of the 
area. My grandfather had 
some property on McNab 
and we used to hunt in the 
creek. It’s our little micro- 
community, very quaint 
and very quiet.” 


He and Cindy went back 
Wednesday to take a look 
at the ruins of their home, 

“It was hard to look at it. 
We laughed and we cried. 
We laughed because we’re 
okay, and we cried at what 
could have been. If we were

Letters in St, Mark’s archives tell interesting genealogy of historic house and parishioner bom in it 



As you read through a 
series of letters preserved 
in the archives of St. 
Mark’s, it appears that 
Miss Valentine Onslow 
had proposed that some 
arrangements be made for 
her home to become the 
property of St. Mark’s 
Church. 

Not only did she want 
what had been her family 
home and the place where 
she was bom to be pre¬ 
served, but she was aware 
that it was one of the old¬ 
est houses in Niagara, hav¬ 
ing been built in 1794 by 
Robert Addison, the first 
Rector of the parish. 

Miss Onslow had been 
aware of the history of this 


house from childhood and 
recounted how, on one 
occasion, when she had 
been quite ill, her parents 
decided that the cause 
might be an infestation of 

In an effort to destroy 
them, Mr. Onslow had to 
tear down part of a wall 
and in the process discov¬ 
ered a number of papers 
that had belonged to the 
Addison family. These 
were promptly given to 
Miss Carnochan, the 
founder of the Niagara 
Museum. 

Quite understandably, 
the Bishop of Niagara, 
although he was aware of 
the connection of this 


property with the history 
of St. Mark’s, noted that 
the church was not in any 
position to spend money 
on the restoration of a his¬ 
toric site for which it had 
no real need. So the prop¬ 
erty lay vacant after Miss 
Onslow’s death until its 
present owners took on 
the challenge of restoring 
the home to its former 
gracefulness. 

While Miss Onslow was 


interested in preserving a 
well known heritage site, 
there were few in the com¬ 
munity who knew of her 
own family heritage. 

A page from Burke’s 
Peerage provides an inter¬ 
esting genealogy, dating 
from the time when D. 
Ondeslowe, son of Adam 
Andresdlawa was witness 
to a deed in 1174. 

In 1678, Richard, son of 
Arthur Onslow, became a 


member of the British par¬ 
liament for the first time. 
In 1713, he was sent to 
Flanders on a mission by 
the Duke of Marlborough. 
So pleased was the Duke 
with the results that on 19 
June 1716 Richard was 
created Baron Onslow. By 
1798 he was appointed 
speaker of the House. He 
became a Lieutenant 
Colonel of the Marines 
and then Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

This title passed on to 
his only surviving son, 
Thomas and then to his 
grandson, Richard, who 
became the third Baron 
Onslow. 

There being no heir the 
title then went to a cousin, 
George who became the 
fourth Baron and then the 
first Earl Onslow in 1776. 
George’s elder son, 
Thomas, inherited the title. 
The younger son, Arthur, 
although he did not inherit 


a title, had received a 
respectable education. He 
crossed to France and 
became a Captain in the 
Guard du Corps in the 
French army, eventually 
becoming a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour. 

Arthur’s son, Arthur was 
bom on 7 June 1871. He 
followed in his father’s tra¬ 
dition in the French Army. 

In 1893 Arthur came to 
Niagara and purchased the 
property known as Lake 
Lodge. The famous book 
of genealogies of the peers 
of Britain, records him as a 
fruit farmer. It was in that 
house that Miss Onslow 
was born on 14 February 
1900, and was appropriate¬ 
ly named Valentine. 

So it was that one lady 
inherited the saint’s name 
of her birth date, the 
career of fruit farmer, a 
house of unusual historical 
significance and a genealo¬ 
gy of which to be proud. 



‘Green-washing’ popular practice these days but not necessarily good for environment 



When a company claims 
their product is green, is it 
really? 

Can you believe every¬ 
thing that is said about envi¬ 
ronmentally conscious 

The term green-washing 
is gaining momentum. It is 
like whitewashing only with 
an environmental spin. 

Basically, green-washing 
is bragging about a product 
without divulging the true 
facts or a commitment to 
our environment. 

Many products say they 
are good for the environ¬ 


ment. Are they really? Or 
is it just advertising? 

Eco-friendly and green 
may make a product sound 
like it is good for the envi¬ 
ronment but it may not be. 

Organic products are 
comprised of ingredients 
grown without synthetic 
fertilizers or pesticides, hor¬ 
mones or antibiotics. 

Since June 2009 growers 
must comply with guide¬ 
lines of Canada’s Organic 
Products Regulations in 
order to display logo 
Canada Organic logo. 

‘Natural’ may mean a 


product does not have syn¬ 
thetic ingredients, but just 
because a product says it is 
natural does not mean it is 
organic. 

Non-toxic products 
should not contain toxins or 
poison to humans or the 
environment. 

Biodegradable means a 
product can easily break 
down in the environment, 
while 100 per cent post-con¬ 
sumer recycled means a 
product is made from recy¬ 
clable waste. For example, 
recycled plastic bottles can 
be used for making cloth¬ 
ing. 

Many companies have 
great marketing and adver¬ 
tising campaigns. They 
want to sell their products 
to make a profit to stay in 
business. Beware of mis¬ 
leading advertising or 
green-washing. It is typical¬ 


ly, buyer beware. 

Many reputable compa¬ 
nies are rightfully proud of 
their real achievements and 
commitment to improving 
the environment. 

A company with legiti¬ 
mate claims has nothing to 
hide. They have the data to 
substantiate what they say. 

Consumers are demand¬ 
ing companies use environ¬ 
mentally sustainable 
processes to produce prod¬ 
ucts, and more and more 
companies are complying 
with these demands. But are 
all, or even most, companies 
environmentally conscious? 
My opinion is definitely not. 

Environment Canada has 
a program called EcoLogo 
which identifies environ¬ 
mental standards and certi¬ 
fication initiatives. The 
EcoLogo symbol assures 
eco-friendly products. 


To help you understand 
these terms and others go to 
www.ecologo.org. 

When you purchase a 
product ask yourself a few 
questions. 

Can you pronounce the 
names of ingredients listed? 
If not, chances are they are 
not good you. 

Is the company support¬ 
ing sustainable production 
practices? Do your 
research. Are you buying 
something because it looks 
good? Do not get caught 
on flowery pictures and 
words that are impressive. 

Is the packaging com¬ 
pletely recyclable? Clam 
shell packages are certainly 
not. That is the plastic pack¬ 
aging that makes it virtually 
impossible to open with out 
a very sharp instrument and 
a great deal of patience. I 
have scars to prove it. 


Does your product have 
an environmental logo? A 
company follows strict 
guidelines for certification 
to use a logo. 

Can the product be used 
over a long period of time? 
We need to get away from 
being a throw away society. 

Will a product last? Are 
replacement parts avail¬ 
able? Nothing bothers me 
more than having to throw 
out a product because one 
part breaks and cannot be 
replaced. In the manufac¬ 
turing section this is called 
planned obsolescence. 

Read the label for ingre¬ 
dients. Ask questions. 
Research the company and 
product. Make informed 
decisions.

The board has the plans 
for a beautiful new school, 
she says, with a double 
gymnasium that the com¬ 
munity could use. 

The cost of the hearing, 
estimated at $40,000 for 
each side, is money that 
could be better spent—on 
the town’s new communi¬ 
ty centre, on the new 
school, “on something 
more worthwhile for the 
townspeople,” says 

Campbell. The estimated 
$80,000 “is a big waste of 
money.” 

Campbell says she has 
received emails from par¬ 
ents on both sides of the 
issue—those who want the 
town to rezone the Line 2 
property so that construc¬ 
tion can get started, and 
others who think the 
board could save money 
by building the new school 
on NDSS property. 

“I would expect we will 
hear from both sides at the 
hearing. I could have gone 


either way—I just wanted 
a piece of property that 
was big enough for the 
new school—but the 
board has chosen the Line 
2 site. I want to see it move 
forward. Delaying it is 
doing a disservice to the 
students. The bottom line, 
to me, is what is best for 
the students.” 

Those who want to pres¬ 
ent their opinions about 
the Line 2 property the 
town and school board are 
battling over should 
attend Friday’s prehearing 
conference at the town 
hall to ask for status. It 
begins at 10 a.m.

Despite the failure to 
reach a compromise on 
the zoning issue, there 
were some positive discus¬ 
sions at Tuesday’s meeting

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Town debates private versus public mter-mumcipal transit services

The town is proceeding with 
caution as talks of a regional 
transit plan continue to develop. 

Councillor Jim Collard put for¬ 
ward a motion at Monday’s com¬ 
mittee of the whole meeting that 
residents of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake be surveyed about the need 
for a transit system that links all 


of Niagara’s communities. 

Collard, the town’s representa¬ 
tive on the region’s transporta¬ 
tion committee, said he hopes 
the public works department will 
prepare a short survey to identi¬ 
fy what needs - if any - residents 
have in order to get around. 

“I’m hoping we at least get 
closer to a solution,” he said. 

“At this point we don’t have all 
the answers as to where we 


should be going with this.” 

Councillors understand that a 
transit system might be desir¬ 
able, but some are wary of the 

“The majority of people will 
say, ‘sure we want one, but not at 
the cost of $2 million to $3 mil¬ 
lion,”’ said Councillor Terry 
Flynn. 

Lord Mayor Gary Burroughs 
said all options need to be con¬ 


sidered. “Our community at 50 
square miles is different than 
most. We need to be in control of 
what happens in NOTL and I’m 
worried if we don’t go this type 
of route, by the time the decision 
is made we will be drawn into 
whatever the Region has decid¬ 
ed.” 

Councillors are considering the 
idea of contracting private com¬ 
panies to run such a service to 


residents in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. That option has not been 
completely ruled out. 

“We need to address the needs 
from a local transit perspective 
and a regional one to see 
whether there is a significant 
benefit to the town,” said public 
works director Ewald Kuczera. 

“I think that will help council 
decide where they sit on the

New Year tradition still going strong after 25 years

Jim Johnstone hasn’t missed New 
Year’s Eve at the Cenotaph in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake once in the 
last 25 years. 

And there would be many disap¬ 
pointed people if he did. 

Johnstone has created a tradition 
in town, piping in the New Year to a 
crowd of 150 to 200 people on 
Queen Street. 

Traffic stops for about 15 min¬ 
utes—people usually get out of their 
cars and join the party—while he 
plays a selection of popular Scottish 
songs, he says, and the crowd sings 

They usually have a bottle of 
something to help keep them warm 
and to toast the new year, and in 
between songs, he is usually treated 
to a taste or two, he says. 

When the weather is really bad, he 
sometimes plays from under the 
roof at what is now Corks—it used 
to be the Buttery—but this year, the 
weather was as warm as he can 
remember. 

“This was fine, but we’ve had some 
really bad years. I’ve never missed 
one, though. Rain, hail or snow, I’ve 
played in it all.” 

And intends to continue, for as 
long as he’s able, he says. 

Each year the crowd gets larger, 
says Johnstone. 

The tradition began with those 
who were attending the Scottish 
New Year’s dinner and dance at the 
Court House, and maybe 85 or 90 


people would head outside at mid¬ 
night, but it seems each year as the 
crowd at the Court House event 
gets smaller, more people celebrat¬ 
ing at Old Town restaurants and 
homes in the area have learned 
about the tradition and come out to 
join in the festivities. 

“It started out as a Scottish tradi¬ 
tion, and it still is. There are a lot of 
Scots in town who come out for 
midnight, but there are others who 


come from The Angel, Corks or 
house parties to be part of it,” he 

“Some bring their kids and want a 
family picture with the piper.” 

It’s a noisy welcome to the New 
Year, he says, but nobody has ever 
complained about it. 

“Nobody ever gets out of hand. 
We’ve never had any trouble or any 
complaints. But people sing along, 
and it isn’t quiet.”

“is a natural carry-on,” says 
Dr. Brown, and will include 
some information about 
when to call 911, what ques¬ 
tions to expect and what 
answers to have ready. 

But it will focus on recog¬ 
nizing the signs, symptoms 
and treatment of heart ail- 



It will include the differ¬ 
ence in symptoms between 
men and women who are 
having a heart attack, says 
Dr. Brown. 

“Women’s symptoms are 
atypical. They don’t have a 
lot of the same symptoms 
that have come from male 
studies. Women might expe¬ 
rience nausea, or heartbum¬ 
like problems. They don't 
feel well, but they might not 
recognize their symptoms 
as heart problems.” 

It’s also important for 
people to know what kinds 
of symptoms should prompt 
them to call 911, says Dr. 
Brown. “We don’t want 
them not to call just because 
they may not be experienc¬ 
ing textbook symptoms. 
Make the call and then it’s 
up to EMS to decide if it’s 

And if it is, you’re better 
off being transported by 
EMS than trying to get to 
the hospital on your own, he 


Stroke patients 
triaged at the Greater 
Niagara General Hospital, 
and then, depending on the 
cause of the stroke and the 
kind of treatment required, 
could be transferred to 
Hamilton. 

If time allows at next 
week’s InfoHealth session, 
there will also be a demon¬ 
stration of Cardio 
Pulmonary Resuscitation— 
why not to be intimidated 
and how to use it until help 
comes after calling 911, said 
Dr. Brown. 

“For some people, it’s 
quite a feasible thing to do, 
and helpful while you’re 
waiting for help to arrive.” 

February’s session will 
also be presented by EMS, 
and will offer information 
about acute care issues 
faced by seniors, from dia¬ 
betes to fractures as a result 
of falls. 

Many illnesses, including 
diabetes, says Dr. Brown,
